2. Claims 33, 35, 39-53, 56, and 57 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments filed December 8, 2005 are persuasive and the claims are now 
considered to be allowable. In particular, Applicant's contention that the Kawakami reference 
does not teach or fairly suggest "organic fine particles" is persuasive.
